COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

YESTERDAY evening, after London Assurance, anew Easter piece, 
entitled Beauty and the Beast, was produced with the most perfect suc- 
cess, The subject is so well known to all—young and old—that it would 
be useless to give a description of its plot, but simply to state that the 
story is conducted throughout in neatly written and very amusing rhyme, 
which is not of a broad nature, but quaint and witty. There were 26 
pieces of music, all parodies upon favorite airs; thus Madame Vestris 
as Beauty, gave us ‘ Jim along Josey,’ with the same success which she 
had in a former Burlesque sang ‘ Nix my Dolly.’

Then we had Harley and Bland (the two best burlesque actors 
on the stage,) singing ‘I know a bank,’ with irresistible drollery, and 
eliciting a vociferous encore. Harrison and Madame Vestris were both 
in excellent voice, and sang their music delightfully, as did also Miss 
Rainforth and Miss Grant, as Beauty's sisters. There was some beauti- 
ful grouping in the garland dances, which were very elegantly arranged. 
The scenery and the mechanical arrangements were even above the gen- 
eral excellence of these things here. Change after change took place al- 
most before you became aware of it, frozen forests transformed into 
sunny palaces, and the most ingenious effects were produced throughout. 
The piece lasted three hours, but the audience seemed delighted, which 
makes us rather doubt whether to recommend a little curtailment in that 
which gave such unmixed satisfaction. At its conclusion, there were loud 
calls for the fair lessee, who appeared amidst tumultuous applause. Mr. 
Harrison then gave the piece out for repetition every evening.—There
